NEW PRESIDENT 
OF POLICE BOARD 


Succeeds Mark D. Eagle- 


ton — Acquaints Self 
About Capone Men’s 
Efforts Here. 


H, Sam Priest, new president of 
the Board of Police Commission- 
ers, was making arrangements to- 
day for an informal meeting of 
the board in order to familiarize 


himself with the general crime sit- 
uation here and to become ac- 
quainted with board procedure. 
Priest, who resigned last year 
after 10 years as Circuit Clerk, was 
appointed head of the police board 
late yesterday by Gov, Phil M. 
Donnelly.. He succeeds Mark D. 
Eagleton who quit last August in 
protest against the policies of the 
Governor and the board in opposi- 
tion to the St. Louis police union. 
One of the principal subjects 
about which Priest desires to in- 
form himself concerns -attempts 
cf Capone-backed gangsters from 
Chicago and members of the old 
Egan gang to take over the racing 
news service in this area. These 
gangsters, as has been disclosed 
by the Post-Dispatch, already have 
moved in on East Side gambling 
establishments which are largely 
patronized by St. Louisans. 

“The efficiency of the St. Louis 
police department has become 
widely-known over the years,” 
Priest told the Post-Dispatch, 
“and I don’t think Capone or any 
other gangster will succeed in 
moving in. I am sure that the 
board will do its utmost to back 
up the police department to pre- 
vent either imported or domestic 
gangsterism.” 

Priest said he preferred to meet 
Situations as they arise rather 
than attempt to speculate about 
them now. The question of the 
police union, he said, now is in 
the hands of the courts. A test 
case to determine the legal right 
of policemen to join a union is 
scheduled for hearing by the Mis- 
souri Supreme Court in January. 
Although unfamiliar with police 
board procedure, Priest said that

Bomber Comes Down at es . 


Columbus, O., After 55- 
Hour Flight From 
Perth, Australia. 


COLUMBUS, 0., Oct. 1 (AP)— 
The Truculent Turtle, Navy patrol 
bomber, landed at Port Columbus 
at 12:28 p.m. (11:28-St. Louis time) 
today, completing a record-break- 
ing nonstop flight of 11,237 miles 
from Perth, Australia. The unof- 
ficial elapsed time was 55 hours 
and 18 minutes, 

The twin-engined Lockheed Nep- 
tune P2V, carrying a crew of four 
men and a baby Kangaroo, thereby 
exceeded by 3321 miles the nonstop 
mark of 7916’ miles set last Noverh- 
ber by the army’s B-29 dream 
boat. 

On hand to greet the long-dis- 
tance flyers were members of the 
Columbus naval air station and 
delegations of Navy offitials who 
flew here from Washington and 
Chicago, headed by R. Adm. Rich- 
ard W. Ewen, commanding officer 
of the Naval Air Reserve training 
station at Glenview, Ill. 

The flyers, headed by Comadr. 
Thomas D. Davies of Cleveland, 
were given a flight physical ex- 
amination for fatigue immedi- 
atley. Later they were flown to 
Washington in a transport plane. 

Other members of the {ecord- 
breaking expedition who left 
Perth, Australia, at 4:10 a.m. St. 
Louis time, Sunday, were Comdrs. 
Eugene P. Rankin of Sapulpa, 
Okla., and Walter S. Reid of 
Washington, D.C., and Lt. Comdr. 
Roy H. Tabeling of Jacksonville, 
Fla. 

The bomber reached the United 
States last night after a record 
9200-mile overwater flight. The 
crew first planned to set down at 
Des Moines, Ia., then decided to 
org on eastward to Ohio’s cap-

bomber looking tired and haggard.

NUERNBERG, Oct. 1 (AP)— 
Defense attorneys told reporters a 
month ago that 12 of the 21 Nazi 
leaders on trial expected to -be 
hanged, that three expected clem- 
ency and that six still had “hopes.”

"TACKSON REGRETS 


VON PAPEN AND 
SUHAGHT FINDINGS 


Says, However, of Chief 


Importance Is Labeling 
Wars of Aggression 
Criminal.

NUERNBERG, Oct. 1 (AP) — 
Justice Robert H. Jackson, chief 
United States prosecutor, said to- 
day he regretted the international 


military tribunal had acquitted 
Hjalmar Schacht and Franz von 
Papen, and expressed doubt as to 
how the acquittals would affect 
future trials of German militar- 
ists and industrialists. 

Jackson expressed regret also 
that the four-power tribunal had 
declined “to declare the criminal- 
ity of the general staff.” Jackson 
praised , however, the general 
terms of the tribunal’s history- 
making judgment. 

The text of Jackson’s state- 
ment: 

“On behalf of all the nations, 
we prosecutors asked the consci- 
entious and independent judg- 
ment of the members of the tribu- 
nal as to the guilt of these men 
and organizations. This we have 
now received, 


“In sustaining and applying the 
principle that aggressive war is a 
crime for which statesmen may 
be individually punished the judg- 
ment is highly gratifying. 

“It is a hopeful sign for the 
peace of the world that represent- 
atives of the great powers all 
agree on this principle of law and 
are committed to that position by 
this judgment. Other aspects of 
the opinion are too intricate to be 
appraised without study of the 
text, for which there has been 
no time, 

“[-yegret that the tribunal has 
felt constrained to acquit 
Schacht and Von Papen and to 
decline to declare the criminality 
of the general staff. 

“Our arguments for their con- 

viction, which seemed so convinc- 
ing to all of us prosecutors, seem 
not to have made a similar im- 
pression on the tribunal. The ef- 
fect vf these acquittals on the 
further prosecution of industrial- 
sts and militarists which have 
pen planned will- have to be 
studied from the text of the 
opinion, 
I personally regard 
the conviction and sentence ,of 
individuals as of secondary im- 
portance compared with the sig- 
nificance of the commitments by 
the four nations to the proposi- 
tion that wars of aggression are 
criminal and that persecution of 
conquered minorities on racial, 
religious or political. grotiinds is 
likewise criminal. 

“These principles of law will in- 
fluence future events long after 
the fate of particular individuals 
is forgotten.”

NUERNBERG, Oct. 1 (By Radio)—In a ritual of lofty 
and solemn simplicity, the International Military Tribunal this 
afternoou returned verdicts of death by hanging against Her- 
mann Wilhelm Goering, Joathim von Ribbentrop, Field Mar- 


lshal Wilhelm Keitel, Ernst. Kaltenbrunner, Alfred Rosenberg, 


Hans Frank, Wilhelm Frick, Julius Streicher, Fritz Sauckel, 
Col, Gen. Alfred Jodl, Arthur Seyss-Inquart and Martin Bor- 
mann.

Judges of Britain, the United States and France joined in 
the majority opinion, which now will be carried out by the 
Allied Control Council, representing all four allies, 


It is considered a strong possi-

Keitel and Jodl will be commuted 
from the shameful halter to death 
by musketry fire, 

Freed Men Face New Trials, 

An Austrian government spokes- 
man said Austria would demand 
that Von Schirach and Von Papen 
be handed over for trial as war 
criminals, 

The defendants have four days 
in which to appeal to the Allied 
Control Council, their court of 
last resort. This council has au- 
thority over the executions, which 
are expected Oct. 16 unless an 
appeal for clemency is granted, 
and there seemed little chance of 
that. 

All defense attorneys had an- 
nounced they would appeal in the 
event of death sentences against 
their clients, 

The verdicts were rendered on 
these four counts of the indict- 
ment: 

(1) Conspiracy in the common 
plan for aggressive war; (2) 


crimes against the peace; (3) war 
crimes; (4) crimes against hu- 
manity. 

Two Court Sessions. 

The 21 defendants appeared to- 
gether in the dock at the morning 
session’ when the verdicts were 
read, In the afternoon sessions 
the defendants were escorted into 
the courtroom singly to hear their 
sentences, 

Each man stood stiffly before 
the bench while Justice Lawrence 
read the sentences, each of which 
required only a minute or two. 
The guards shuttled steadily be- 
tween the prison cells on the first. 
floor, bringing the prisoners to 
the third-floor courtroom by ele- 


vator. | 
When the last defendant de- 


parted, Justice Lawrence passed 
the sentence of death on the ab- 


sent deputy fuehrer, Bormann, 
and ended the 10 months’ session 
by announcing the dissenting Rus- 
sian opinion. 


When the afternoon session be- 
gan, the courtroom with its oak 
paneling and ponderous statuary 
was jammed to suffocation, except 
for the dock, which. for the first 
time yawned ominously bare. At 
2:52 o'clock entered the four chief 
magistrates and their four alter- 
nates. Contrary to a prevalent 
rumor, Lawrence was not equipped 
with the black death cap of a 
British justice. In a matter-of- 
fact voice which, however, trem- 
Ned slightly, the court president 
announced that in accordance with 
Article 37 of the charter, the court 
would now pronounce sentence on 
the defendants according to their 
convictions under the indictment. 

Goering Enters, 


At 2:54 a narrow door opened 
in the panel at the rear of the 
dock. Through the aperture could 
be seen an open elevator. Two 
security guards entered and then 
dramati¢ally there stood in view, 
solitary and tragic, the figure of 
Goering. 

Thus deeply had fallen a colos- 
sus whose portly frame once be- 
strode Europe—the second person- 
age of Hitler’s empire, bearing the 
unique title of Reichsmarshal.

bulk flapped a light gray Luft- 
waffe uniform without brass but- 
tons, insignia or decorations.

He said in court: “I must take 
100 per cent responsibility... . 
I even overruled objections by 
the Fuchrer and brought every- 
thing to its final development.” 
In the seizure of the Sudeten- 
land, he played his role as Lutft- 
waffc chief by planning an air 
offensive which proved unneces- 
sary and his role as politician by 
lulling the Czechs with false prom- 
ises of friendship.

The Soviet Union he regarded 
as the “most threatening menace 
to Germany,” but said there was 
no immediate military necessity 
for the attack. Indeed, his only 
objection to the war of aggression 
against the U.S.S.R. was its tim- 
ing: He wished for strategic rea- 
sons to delay until Britain was 
conquered. He testified: “My 
point of view was decided by po- 
litical and military reasons only.” 

After his own admissions to

His guilt is unique in its enor- 
mity. The record discloses no 
excuses for this man.

NUERNBERG, Oct. 1 (AP)—

by one today and pronounced the 
sentences. The twenty-second de- 
fendant, Martin Bormann, was 
tried in absentia. 

At conclusion of the sentencing, 
a spokesman for the Allied Con- 
trol Council announced that the 
hangings of the eleven men in 
custody who were sentenced to 
death would take place in the jail 
of the Nuernberg Palace of Jus- 
tice. 

Hermann Goering was the first 
of -the defendants to be brought 
before the court.

“He either knew what was be- 
ing received or was deliberately 
closing his eyes to what was be- 
ing done,” the court said. 

Nevertheless, the tribunal con- 
sidered that Funk was “never a 
in the various 
programs in which he  partic- 
ipated,” and this is reckoned “a 
mitigating fact.”

The tribunal, while anetsihtins 
Ernst Kaltenbrunner of conspiring 
to wage aggressive war, castigated 
him for crimes against humanity 
and war crimes. 

“He had undoubtedly visited 
Mauthausen (concentration 
camp),” it said, “and witnesses 
testified that he had seen prison- 
ers killed by various methods of 
execution—hanging, shooting in 
the back of the neck and gassing 
—as part of the demonstration.” 

Dealing with the Gestapo chief's 
denial that he signed many orders 
sentencing thousands to death, the

Baldur von Schirach was found 
guilty of crimes against humanity 
as gauleiter of Vienna. 

He was held guilty of carrying 
out deportations of Jews and of 
having knowledge of their deaths 
and urging the bombing of a 
British cultural town in retalia- 
tion for the assassination of Rein- 
hardt Heydrich. 

“There is no doubt that (Fritz) 
Sauckel had over-all responsibility 
for the slave-labor program,” the 
verdict said, 

But the court recalled Sauckel’s 
own regulation that “all the men 
must be fed, sheltered and treated 
in such a way as to exploit them 


to the highest possible extent at | 


the lowest conceivable degree of 
expenditure.” 

In Col. Gen. Alfred Jodl’s con- 
viction on all counts the tribunal 
ruled as it had in that of Keitel, 
commenting: 


“His defense is the doctrine of 


superior orders—there is nothing 
in mitigation. Participation § in 
such crimes as these has never 
been required of any soldier and 
he cannot now shield himself be- 
hind a mythical requirement of 
soldierly obedience at all costs as 
his excuse.” 

The missing Martin Bormann 
was acquitted on the conspiracy 
count, since, the court said, he was 
comparatively low in the Nazi par- 


‘ty, but he was held guilty of par- 


ticipation in the slave labor pro- 
gram, persecution of Jews, shoot- 
ing of Allied flyers, and other 
crimes of war and crimes against 
humanity. 

Seyss-Inquart was acquitted only 
on the conspiracy charge, He was 
described as “ruthless in applying 
terrorism to suppress all opposi- 
tion to the German occupation” in 
the Netherlands, where he was 
Gauleiter, and convicted of slave 
deportations and persecution of 
Jews. ‘ 

The tribunal rejected his plea 
that he did not know of the 
crimes committed under his rule 
in Holland. 

Speer’s Use of Slaves. 

Armaments producer’ Albert 
Speer was convicted of knowingly 
using slave labor and impressing 
some concentration camp inmates 
into small, out-of-the-way indus- 
tries behind Heinrich Himmler’s 
back. But the court commented: 

“He was one of the few men 
who had the courage to tell Hitler 
that the war was lost... 

“He carried out his opposition 
to Hitler’s scorched earth program 
in.some of the Western countries 
and in Germany by deliberately 
sabotaging it as considerable per- 
sonal risk.” ? 

The aging Constantin von Neu- 
rath “played an important part” in 
Germany’s reoccupation of the 
Rhineland and later “with full 
lbnowledge of Hitler’s aggressive 
plans” retained close ties with the 
regime, the court held, It declared 
with some emphasis that docu- 
ments showed that Von Neurath 
as head of occupied Czechoslo- 
vakia, advocated elimination of 
Czech intelligentsia. 

The tribunal said it considered 
him responsible for the degrada- 
tion of that country because of 
his position, but commented that 
Von Neurath intervened fre- 
quently in behalf of some Czechs

He expressed hope 
that he would “never see the press 
again.” 

Von Papen was equally eager 
to leave the spotlight and Fritz- 
sche had little to say. 

The three men told correspon- 
dents that they want “rest, ob- 
livion and plenty of space.” 

Schacht, when asked where he 
would be tonight, snapped, “that’s 
what I would like to know, too.”

Representative Says He 
Gathered Impression at 


Conference With Tru- 
man. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 1 (AP)— 
Representative Spence (Dem,), 
Kentucky, said he “gathered the 
impression” at a conference with 
President Truman: today that the 
Government may “take » some 
remedial action” to ease the meat 
shortage. 

Spence, chairman of the House 
Banking Committee, said he was 
“not at liberty to discuss” what 
the action may be. 

Secretary of Agriculture Ander- 
gon eaid earlier there is a “very 
real danger” that the Government 
may have to selzge all market- 
bound livestock. 

Anderson's assertion to a group 
ef cattleomen at Albuquerque, 
N.M., coincided with his former 
announcement through the Agri- 
culture Department here that 
meat must remain on the Govern- 
ments list of scarce farm prod- 
ucts. 

At the same time Anderson 
erased from the list-—and from 
price control—all canned fruits, 
juices, nectars and corn, along 
with fresh and frozen salmon, oat 
ccreals and rum, 

Anderson held out still another 
Warning to the stockmen—that 
public demand for meat might 

‘result in re-opening of the fight 
ever importing Argentine beef, 
Buch importation is now barred. 
The Army disclosed yesterday 
that it is trying to buy meat for 
@verseas use from Argentina. 
Short Supply List. 

Anderson's short supply list was 
the second monthly forecast he 
is required to give under terms 
of the new Price Control Act. No 
new items were added from the 
Beptember table, which, in addi- 
tion to meat, included these other 
major commodities still classed as 
ecarce: 

Wheat, corn, rye, rice, buck- 
wheat flour, barley, grain sor- 
ghums, dry beans and peas, milk 
and butterfat, mohair, soybeans, 
cottonseed, ,flaxseed, pernut oll 
and meal, olive oil, most sugars 
and syrups, malt beverages, candy 
and confectionery, jafns, jellies, 
preserves, fruit spreads, most 
canned fish and fish flakes, and 
soft drinks: 

As items go off the list they 
aytomatically are removed from 
price control. 

Thus, in the case of canned 
fruits and vegetables, only toma- 
toes and tomato products, except 
soup and mixed juices, still are. 
under OPA ceilings. 

In addition to complying with 
Anderson's findings on canned 
fruits and corn, OPA acted inde- 
pendently today to lift price ceil- 
ings from chewing gum, prepared 
flour mixes, animal gland deriva- 
tives used in the preparation of 
insulin and other medicinal items, 
and agricultural insecticides and 
fungicides. 

Rise in Oleomargarine. 

Previously the price agency an- 
mounced a two-and-one-half-cent- 
a-pound rise in the retail prices 
of oleomargarine, cooking and 
salad oils, mayonnaise, salad 
dressing and shortenines. The 
OPA estimated that tne increases 
would add $60,000,000 a year to 
the nation’s food Dill. 

Cotton textile prices were 
creased for the fourth time in 
two months under the new re- 
quirement that they be revised 
monthly in Hne with raw cotton 
prices. OPA said this would in- 
crease such items as bed linens 
and tablecloths 2 per cent at re- 
tall and add 1 per cent to the 
cost of most cotton garments. 

The OPA also raised growers’ 
ceiling prices on oranges today 
but said consumer costs should 
not increase because the boost 
amounts to only a fractional part 
of a cent a pound. California 
oranges were increased 12 cents 
for a 75-pound container, and 
Florida oranges 6 cents for a 90- 
pound container. 

In another action, OPA sus- 
pended its control over transpor- 
tation charges on water. ship- 
ments of coal, except those be- 
tween ‘North Atlantic points, ef- 
fective today. OPA said the re- 
lease should not produce an un- 
reasonable advance in rates, 


4,000,000 Lbs. of Meat Found in 
Freezing Plant. 

BOSTON, Oct. 1 (AP)—State of- 
ficials today sought the identity 
of owners of 4,000,000 pounds of 
dressed meat discovered in a large 
freezing plant by speeial investi- 
gators ordered by Gov. Maurice 
J. Tobin to determine if any of 
the scarce commodity wag being 
“deliberately withheld from con- 
sumers.” 

An additional 2,000,000 pounds 
of meat found in a freezing plant 
was listed as Army property, and 
Tobin wired Secretary of War 
Patterson, asking the Army to re- 
lease 25 per cent of its allotment 
-—-including beef, pork and lamb— 
to meet critical needs of hospitals, 
some of which fed horse meat to 
patients last week. 

Public health inspectors and 
state police meanwhile continued 
their investigation of slaughter 
houses and cold storage plants,

DENVER, Oct. 1 (AP) -- A 
Marine veteran of the South 
Pacific was held without charges 
today in the fatal shooting of a

A detective identified the vet- 
eran as Ronald Smith, 23-year-old 
Grand Junction (Colo.) policeman, 
The dead physician was Dr. 
James Mullen of Pocatello, Ida- 
ho, who arrived here yesterday 
to join the University of Colorado 
faculty. 

Dr. Roy M. Green, president of 
Colorado A. & M. College, Fort 
Collins, Colo., and Philip Van 
Slyck, 26, Salt Lake City salesman, 
were wounded slightly as bullets 
sent men and women in the 
crowded lounge scurrying for 
cover. 

Eyewitnesses who disarmed the 
veteran told the detectives that 
Smith was sitting beside Van 
Slyck at the bar when he drew 
his revolver and fired at the sales- 
man after an apparently trivial 
argument, : 

After the first shot which

nicked Van Slyck’s hand, the de- 
tective said, Smith pumped four 
more bullets from the revolver. 
One of these hit Dr. Mullen, re- 
cently discharged from the Navy,

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NAVY PUTS VIEWS 
ON PACIFIG BASES 
BEFORE TRUMAN 


Department Wants U.S. 
to Retain Sovereignty 


Over Islands Once 
Held by Japan. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 1 (AP)— 
The Navy, at odds with the State 
Department on how to shape this 
country’s defenses in the Pacific, 
laid its view of the Pacific situ- 
ation before President Truman 
yesterday. 

Secretary of the Navy For- 
restal, accompanied by Adm. John 
Towers, naval commander in the 
Pacific, and Rear Adm. Charles 


Pownall, Naval, Governor of 
Guam, met-with the President 
and reviewed the matter of Amer- 
ican bases and other operations.

discussed the Guam government. | 

Asked about the future of 
_.American bases, he said they were 
on the “political level” with which 
the nayal officers were not con- 
cerned. 

The Navy-State Department dif- 
ferences concern islands taken 
from the Japanese during the 
war. With Army support, the 


Navy would-have the United 
States retain sovereignty over the 
islands formerly owned by Japan 
and at least a sole trusteeship 
over those that were adminis- 
tered by the Japanese under man- 
dates. 


The State Department, how- 
ever, supports a much wider ex- 
tension of the trusteeship prin- 
ciple although, like the Army and 
Navy, it would insist on freedom 
from foreign inspection of strate- 
gic military installations. 

Opposing the State Department 
stand, the Army-Navy group con- 
tends it would lead to requests by 
other Nations for bases in the 
mid-Pacific on islands not _ in- 
cluded in the American defense 
ring. 

Supporting their arguments, the 
Army-Navy men say other coun- 
tries are not prepared to relin- 
quish bases wrested from the 
Japanese and that this country 
should not do so, 


Truman has said publicly only 
that this country will retain what 
it needs in the Pacific for secur- 
ity, but diplomatic sources say 
he leans to the State Department 
viewpoint. ; 


After yesterday's conference, 
Adm.

ACHESON ASSERTS

Officials Consider What 
to Do About Latest 
Russian Note to Turkey 
Over Straits.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 1 (AP)—

| Acheson declared today the United 
‘States is actively interested in 
Russian demands on Turkey over

He told a press conference that 
American officials are presently 
considering exactly what the 
United States should do about 
Russia’s second note to the Turks 
last week. This repeated Soviet 
insistence on a share in military 
control of the straits and asked 
for negotiations directly with 
Turkey, 

However, Acheson flatly denied 
published reports that Turkey al 
ready had appealed to this country 
for help in the situation, saying 
that Turkey had not asked the 
United States for support yet 
Similarly, he said he had no infor- 
mation to indicate, that the Turk-

Acheson discussed the Darda- 
nelles in response to a question 
as to why the United States 
should be interested in the straits 
at this time whereas in the past 
it had not been so concerned. He 
said the situation Is a reflection 
of the entire United States policy 
which is and has to be deeply in- 
terested in all problems of peace 
wherever they arise in ‘the world. 


Asked apecifically whether he 
was alarmed over threats to peace 
in the Dardanelles situation, Ache- 
son replied no. 


While Acheson sald categorically 
the United States had not held 
any discussions with Turkey con- 
cerning the Dardanelles nor re- 
ceived any appeal for support in 
opposing the Russian demands, 
other State Department inform- 
ants said privately that such an 
action was logical and could be: 
expected promptly. Previously 
both the London and Washington 
governments assured Turkey of 
their opposition to any Russian 
military expansion into the Dar- 
danelles and informants say this 
still stands, 

On other foreign policy issues, 
Acheson said:

the State Department early last 
week.

2. The United States welcomes a 
statement issued by the Argentine 
Foreign Minister, Juan Bramuglia, 
declaring his government proposes 
to speed up action agaipst Axis 
elements in Argentina.

The prosecution of German mill- 
tary leaders has been watched 
closely by professional soldiers in 
every nation of the world, and 
has been the most controversial of 
all the “organization” trials. 

Many American soldiers have 
been among those opposing the 
group prosecution of the German 
military. Many civilians, on the 
other hand, have maintained that 
the German General Staff was the 
real planner of World War II.

NUERNBERG, Oct, 1 (AP). 


T por international corres- 
pondents’ committee voted 
last night to pool all copy 
from eight correspondents se- 
lected to witness the executions 
of any top-ranking Nazis sen 
tenced to death by the interna- 
tional military tribunal.

“Although they were not a group 
falling within the words of the 
charter, they were certainly a 
ruthless military caste. The con- 
temporary German militarism 
flourished briefly with its ally, 
National Socialism, , 

“Many of these men have made 
a mockery of the soldiers’ oath 
of obedience to military orders. 
When it suits their defense, they 
say they had to obey. When con- 
fronted with Hitler’s brutal crimes 
which are shown to be within 


they disobeyed.” 

“This must be said. Where the 
facts warranted, these men should 
be brought to trial so that those 
among them who are guilty should 
not escape punishment.”

/been some doubt as to whether 
|the West Coast owners would take 
|part in this afternoon's meeting. 
Fifteen thousand members of 
the Marine Engineers« Beneficial 
Association who operate virtually 
all engine rooms in the American 
merchant marine, began striking 
last midnight when their contract 
expired, The strike was effective 
immediately in New York. West 
Coast members joined their col- 
leagues today. , 
The marine engineers, together 
with the AFL Masters, Mates and 
Pilots, had demanded prefefential 
hiring of union members. 
Unlike the marine engineers, 
the AFL organization—which \in- 
cludes deck officers—had not taken 


work at midnight—the time of ex- 
piration of their contract—in ac- 
cordance with a “no contract, no 
work” policy.

Longshore- 
‘men in Seattle, however, contin- 
ued to work troop and troop sup- 
ply ships and bona fide relief 
ships, 

The strikers have received as-

Flyer In Last War. 

As an officer in World War I, 
he learned flying under Baron 
Manfred von Richthofen, ace of 
the Kaiser's force. He continued 
aviation practice thereafter, until 
he became involved in Hitler's 
putsch for power. For a time he. 
was in Austria, a fugitive from 
the authorities of the German Re- 
public. . 

Superior to Hitler intellectually, 
but less bold in his plans for Ger- 
many’s future, Goering accepted 
the post of aide and trusted ad- 
viser to the fanatical leader. When

As Hitler's contact man with 
Mussolini, Goering made several 
flights to Rome. Following the 
sensational victories of Germany 
in 1040-41, he became Europe's 
greatest looter of art works, Even 
at home he took costly paintings 
from state museums, which he 
failed to return. 

Goering’s “private” art collec- 
tion, paintings, tapestries, rugs, 
gold and silver trophies from 
numerous private collections, was 
placed on exhibition in a hotel 
near Berchtesgaden soon after 
V-E day. A sign read “The Her- 
mann Goering Art Collection, 
through courtesy of the 10l1st 
Airborne Division.” A German of- 
ficial estimate of the collection’s 
value was $200,000,000. 

Goering’s first wife, a Swedish- 
German baroness, and a devoted 
believer in Hitler, died early in 
the period of Goering’s association 
with the Fuehrer. His second mar- 
riage, in 1935, to Emmy Sonne- 
mann, former actress, was a state 
affatr. Their daughter, born in 
1938, was named Edda-—the name 
of Mussolini's eldest daughter—

The Goerings had an elaborate 
rural estate in a state forest pre 
serve about 25 miles from Berlir.

1938, his predecessor, Konstantin 
von Neurath, exclaimed: “May 
God have mercy on the Reich!” 
Disaster came to the Reich 
through the foreign policy con- 
ducted by Ribbentrop; but that 
policy was in line with the wishes 
of Ribbentrop’s chief, Adolf Hit- 
ler, who had no more energetic 
and resourceful aid than the one- 
time champagne merchant. 

Ribbentrop’s achievements for 
his Fuehrer, as foreign minister, 
were: 

1. The anti-Comintern pact 
with Italy, later enlarged to in- 
clude Japan. 

2. The Munich conference of 
appeasement and an_ illusory 
“peace in our time.” To Count 
Ciano he confided, “We want 
war!” : 

, 3. Seizure of Moravia and 
Bohemia, completing the rape 
of Czechoslovakia; and seizure 
of Memel from Lithuapia, 

4. The fron-aggression pact 
with: Soviet Russia, preface to 
the invasion of Poland. 

Called Hitler’s Shadow. 

In the Polish campaign, Rib- 
bentrop rode in the same auto- 
mobile with Hitler. He was at 
Hitler’s shoulder during the ne- 
gotiations which led to Italy’s en- 
trance into the war. 

‘ Through the progress of the 
war, he became known as Hitler’s 
shadow. His jealousy of others 
close to the Fuehrer, and his fear 
of being supplanted, were notori- 


car which wag the scene of the 
1918 armistice, Keitel was the 
reader of Hitler's peace proposals, 
He was a captain in World War 
and was a colonel when Hitler 
came to power. He was promoted 
rapidly, and in 1938 was Hitler's 
deputy and colonel general. He 
labored to build up the Army with 
which Hitler was to overrun west- 
ern Europe, and was in charge of 
the pre-military training of Hitler 
Youth, 

When Hitler dismissed Field 
Marshal Blomberg and Col. Gen, 
Werner von Fritsch in a general 
Army shakeup, he -designated 
Keitel as his personal represent- 
ative. Keitel accompanied Hitler 
in taking possession of Austria. He 
was present at the signing of the 
Rome-Berlin Axis agreement. 

Charged With Executions. 

Together with Hermann Goer- 
ing and Ernst Kaltenbrunner, he 
was charged with having sanc- 
tioned the execution of 50 Royal 
Air Force prisoners of war who 
escaped from Stalag Luft Camp 


3, in Silesia, in March 1944, Kel- 
tel was quoted as saying to other 
Army officers: “These escapes 
must stop. The men who have es- 
caped will be shot; probably a 
majority of them are dead al- 
ready.” He said, in reply to ob- 
jections: “We discussed it in the 
Fuehrer’s presence, and it cannot 
be altered.” 


Keitel, in an article published 
in the Post-Dispatch Sept. 17, told 
of the “lost opportunities” of Ger- 
many, from a military viewpoint 
-— the omissions and errors of 
policy which, in his opinion, cost 
Germany a possible victory. One 
of these was failure to attack Gi- 
braltar through Spain — a move 
which, he said, Dictator Franco 
would have facilitated, This, he 
held, should have been done in 
the summer of 1941, in place of 
the invasion of Russia. The Al- 
lies (not then including the 
United States) lost an equally 
great opportunity, he held, by 
failing to attack Germany in 
force in the autumn of 1939, 


RNST KALTENBRUNNER,

rich Himmler, earned the

In September 1944, when the 
balance was definitely against 
Germany, Ribbentrop made the 
declaration that the war had be- 
come a life-or-death struggle 
“which must continue until our 
enemies realize that they can 
never win.” 

He sought to reassure Hitler, 
shortly before the end, with a 
tale of imminent hostilities be- 
tween the American-British and 
Russian forces in the Berlin area. 
Even Hitler did not believe this. 


Naval Negotiator and Envoy. 

His first important service for 
Hitler was in heading the German 
naval delegation to Great Britain 
in 1935. He brought about the 
Anglo-German naval agreement, 
providing for a German fleet one- 
third the size of the British. 


Later, as Ambassador to Eng- 
land, he was received socially by 
the supporters of an appeasement 
policy; he angered the court and 
public by giving the Nazi salute 
and intoning a “Heil Hitler” on 
his presentation to King George 
VI. The London public disliked 
him, and would greet his public 
appearances with demands for the 
release of the Rev. Martin Nie- 
moeller, then in a concentration 
camp, or of an imprisoned Com- 
munist leader. 

Sumner Welles, American dip- 
lomat, sent to Germany to analyze 
the fast-worsening situation be- 
fore the outbreak of war, recorded 
this estimate of Ribbentrop: “He, 
has a completely closed mind; it 
struck me also as a very stupid 
mind.” 


Keitel an Arrogant Militarist, 
Resented Being Put on Trial 


TELD MARSHAL GEN. WIL-

second only to Hitler in mill- 
tary command, is an arrogant 
Prussian militarist. With Col. Gen. 
Alfred Jodl, he has shown resent- 
ment at being held for trial with 
the political schemers of the Nazi 
regime.

A Willing Plotter 

Keitel has been pictured by the 
prosecution as a ready and re- 
sourceful partner in. Hitler’s crim- 
inal plotting, and the practical 
worker-out of the horrors of the 
blitzkrieg as practiced against 
Warsaw and Rotterdam. 

As a member of Hitler's secret 
war council, he took a leading 
part in the drama of France's gur- 
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bodies of people whom he op- 
pressed, but of most of his fel- 
low-defendants in the war crime 
trials. The other Nazi prisoners 
have shown themselves unwilling 
to walk with him in exercise 
periods or talk with him in the 
courtroom, 


Kaltenbrunner was shown to 
have sanctioned the execution of 
Joseph Morton of St. Joseph, Mo., 
Assagiated Press correspondent. 
Morton accompanied a military 
group of nine Americans and four 
Britons who flew into Slovakia in 
October—1944—in an attempt to 
bring out American flyers 
stranded there. They were cap- 
tured by the Germans Dec. 26, 
and were taken to Mauthausen 
concentration camp in Austria, 
where they were executed Jan. 24, 
1945. The question of Morton's 
status, as a non-combatant, was 
put up to Berlin by the military 
authorities, and Kaltenbrunner 
signed the reply, stating that the 
execution of Morton should take 
place. 


Watched Executions. 


A former guard at Mauthausen 
camp stated in an affidavit, read 
in the trial, that Kaltenbrunner 
visited the camp and went to the 
gas chamber at a time when pri- 
soners were being gassed to 
death. “The sound accompanying 
the gassing operation was well 
known to me,” the witness said. 
“T heard it while Kaltenbrunner 
was present.” 

With Hermann Goering and 
Field Marshal Wilhelm Keitel, 
Kaltenbrunner was charged with 
sanctioning the execution of 50 
Royal Air Force prisoners of

Affidavits from 8S. (elite 
guard) leaders were presented, 
showing that the Nazi security 
police who participated in the 
Warsaw ghetto massacre of Jews 
in 1943 received, their orders 
direct from Kaltenbrunner. He 
furiously denied the truth of the 
statements. 

Knew of Extermination, 

The prosecution, however, ob- 
tnined Kaltenbrunner’s admission 
that he received regular reports 
during 1942 of the progress of the 
campaign to exterminate the Jew- 
ish population in German-occupied 
lands of eastern Europe. “I can- 
not deny,” he said after long ques- 
tioning, “that these reports were 
distributed to police officials all 
over the Reich.” 

One affidavit accused Kalten- 
brunner of having witnessed a 
“special show” at Mauthausen, at 
w ich prisoners were killed by 
three methods, hanging, shooting 
and gassing. He denied having 
ever seen such an exhibition, 

“The only reason I remained as 
security police head,” he said, “was 
that I considered it my duty to 
fight personally against the wrongs 
being done. The possibility that 
I might influence Hitler and 
Himmler was the reason I could 
not leave.” He testified also that 
he tried repeatedly to get into 
touca with Allied authorities, to 
start peace negotiations, 

Kaltenbrunner, 6 feet 4 inches 
tall, towered over the other pris- 
oners. His beaklike nose and 
narrow eyes give him the appear- 
ance of a bird of prey. His jaw 
juts forward, and his close-cropped 
light brown hair leaves his large 
ears exposed. He suffered a 
brain hemorrhage two\days before 
the trial began, and was absent 
from early sessions. 


LFRED ROSENBERG, who 
posed as the philosopher of Na- 
tional Socialism, is the man 
most to blame for the degradation 
of the German universities. By 
accepting Rosenberg’s unfounded 
and unscientific racial theories, 
which were framed to build up the 
concept of the German “master 
race,” Germany’s institutions of 
learning lost their high standing 
in the world of scholarship, 


With the degradation of science 
went Rosenberg’s effort to destroy 


religion. Since Mohammed pro- 
claimed himself the Prophet of 
Allah, no more dogmatic assertions 
on religious subjects have been 
heard than Rosenberg's diatribes 
against the beliefs and practices 
of the Catholic and Protestant 
churches of Germany. For the 
faith and hallowed associations of 
millions, he sought to substitute

Rosenberg Was Philosopher

in the eighth century. 

Rosenberg’s offenses were not 
only against science and religion; 
he was guilty of such crimes 
against the people of the Ukraine 
and Russian Ostland that many 
Russians wished him to be placed 
on trial in Kiev, the Ukraine 
capital. He was also a prime ne- 
gotiator with Vidkun Quisling, 
Norwegian traitor later executed 
by his own countrymen. 

Monks and Nuns Persecuted. 

As Nazi administrator of Rus- 
sian occupied. areas, he was 
blamed, together with Erich Koch, 
Heinrich Himmler’s Gestapo com- 
missar, for 1,500,000 forcible depor- 
tations of people of the Ukraine, 
and the wanton burning of an es- 
timated 1,000,000 homes. Russians, 
as the Poles and Jews, 
treated by him ag an inferior race, 
to be tolerated to a limited extent. 
When the bombing of German 
cities left many homeless, Kiev 
householders were evicted without 
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payment or substitute quarters, to 
make room for German families. 
Kiev, Rosenberg insisted fanati- 
cally, was a German city, founded 
by the Vikings. 


He directed the state 
tion of monks and 
“smuggling currency from the 
Reich"; this meant that they 
tried to pay the honest debts of 
their religious orders to creditors 
living in other countries. 

His assault on Jews and Chris- 
tlans was almost equally severe. 
“America’s attitude toward Ger- 
many,” he said, was to be ascribed 
to the dependence of the Demo- 
cratic party on “its Jewish finan- 
cial backers.” For Germany, he 
said, “the Jewish problem will be 
solved only when the last Jew 
has left the country.” 
Protestantism, he declared, 
must be replaced by “the doc- 
trine of the twentieth century,” 
meaning Rosenberg’s Neo-pagan- 
ism, as set forth in his anti- 
Christian book, “The Myth of the 
Twentieth Century.”

Rosenberg was a chief helper of 
Hermann Goering in the looting 
of public and private art galleries 
in occupied countries. Letters 
from Goering, acknowledging Ros- 
enberg’s help in this work, were 
in the hands of the prosecution, 


A prewar mission of Rosenberg 
was to England, to expound Nazi 
doctrines to the British people. 
Far from taking kindly to his 
lofty talk, Britons heckled him as 
to persecution of the Jews in 
Germany, and Foreign Secretary 
Sir John Simon told him no ap- 
proval could be expected from 
British public opinion. Rosenberg 
replied that Germany would not 
“brook interference” in its in- 
ternal affairs. When he _  ap- 
proached the tomb of the Un- 
known Soldier with a wreath, a 
British veteran sanatched' the 
wreath from him and trampled it. 


British soldiers, searching for 
Himmler — who later was caught 
and committed suicide — found 
Rosenberg in a hospital at Flens- 
burg, May 18, 1945. 


Hans Frank Imposed Nazi Rule 
And Brutal Labor Policy on Poles 


ANS FRANK, Nazi “protec- 

tor” of Poland, was for more 

than five years the embodi- 
ment of Hitlers’ brutal repressive 
policy toward the nation which 
was the victim of his first armed 
aggression. 

Hitler, in the early days of his 
rule, made Frank Minister of Jus- 
tice for Bavaria, His corruption 
was notorious; anyone having 
business with the Minister of Jus- 
tice could pay a fee in Frank's 
law office and be enrolled ag his 
client. When Frank's father was 
disbarred for swindling, the: son 


used his power to force reinstate- 
ment. 


Frank proclaimed, at the Nazi 
Congress of 1938 at Nuernberg, 
the removal of matrimony from 
the church's domain to the sole 
control of the state—he termed 
it “raising” the institution of mar- 
riage. 

Hitler sent Frank and Hans 
Kerrl to Vienna to promote the 
building of a Nazi party in Aua- 
tria, before the forcible seizure 
of that country. The Dollfuss 
Government informed them that 
their visit was not desirable: an 
angry reply from. Hitler warned 
the Austrian Chédncellor that it 
was “no time to be slapping Ger- 
many in the face.” 

Offered Arms to Bulgaria. 

The Fuehrer next sent Frank 
to Bulgaria, to win that country 
to an alliance by means of terri- 
torial bribes, “Ten thousand 
rifles,” he told the Bulgars, “are 
more valuable than 10 million 
words” in retrieving parts of the 
national domain which they had 
lost to Greece and Romania. 

Soon after the fall of Warsaw, 
Frank was appointed Governor- 
General of all Polish territory oc- 
cupied by Germany, but not in- 
corporated in the Reich. Arthur 
Seyss-Inquart, now his  fellow- 
defendant, was made his deputy. 


Hitler's slave labor policy, de 
tails of which were prepared by 
Alfred Rosenberg, another defend- 
ant, was mercilessly applied in 
Poland by Frank. The “new or- 
der,” Frank announced, required 
establishment of “close collabora- 
tion between the western and 
eastern areas of the new German 
Empire.” 

“We are in this land, and as 
Germans we will never leave it,” 
he told a Nazi mass,meeting in 
Krakow. The Polish people again, 
as they were 700 years ago, are 
under the protection of the Ger- 
man nation.” In exercising this 
protection, he caused the deaths of 
many Polish patriots, includ/ng 
priests. An entry in his diary said: 
“Once we have won the war, then 
for all I care, mincemeat can be 
made of the Poles.” 


Persecutor of Jews. 


A walled city near Kraxow was 
the segregation place for 600.000 
Polish Jews. Those having work 
Outside the walls were required to 
wear the blue Star of David on 
their sleeves. 

Frank attempted suicide by 
slashing his neck and wrists, when 
he was apprehended by Allied 
soldiers in May 1945. He recovered 
from his wounds at the first place 
of confinement for the Nazi erim- 
inals, in Luxembourg, Reports of 
his arrest said Frank was wearing 
only a pair of lace panties” when 
captured, and that he cried in

Such is the verdict of the International Mili- 
tary Tribunal. The individual sentences will be 
argued, disputed and controverted for years to 
come by weighers of the relative parts in the 
Nazi infamy of each of the Nuernberg de- 
fendants. If Goering and Ribbentrop are to 
die, why not Hess, once the No, 2 Nazi? If 
Streicher, who ran the Jew-baiting business for 
Hitler, is guilty, why not Schacht, who was the 
financial genius of Hitler’s plot to rule the 
world? Was it because he turned state's witness, 
so to speak, by breaking with Hitler and working 
with the British intelligence? No such extenu- 
ating circumstance is present in the case of Von 
Papen, Hitler's trigger man in the field of diplo- 
macy. 

The dissent of the Russian Judge, Gen. Nikit- 
chenko, doubtless seems wholly in order to many 
Americans. They will agree with him that Hess's 
part in the Nazi planning and administration of 
the war was great enough to warrant death; that 
no one should have gone scot free; that the Ger- 
man General Staff and High Command should 
have been found guilty as organizations so their 
members would automatically become war crim- 
inals. 

But however much individual verdicts may be 
found wanting in particular instances, the overall 
results show the Nuernberg bench at work as a 
court, weighing evidence, measuring degrees of 
guilt, assessing penalties one by one. Here was 
The motive was 
justice. : 

The German people could not understand this 
war crimes trial. They thought the victors on 
the battlefield were foolish to spend so much 
time and money on it since all the defendants 
would be found guilty and executed in the end. 
Today the German people have been introduced 
to something vastly different from what they 
knew under their dictator. Today they contem- 
plate the application of punishment under law 
and order, in which even the enemy is entitled 
to his defense if he can offer one. 

When they denounced aggressive war as “the 
supreme ctime,” these Judges from the United 
States, France, Russia and Britain rendered a 
judgment with which all nations will need to 
reckon in the future. Around the world the lit- 
tle people, those who bear. the cost of wars in 
blood and sweat and tears, will applaud that 
judgment and hope profeundly that it will set 
up controls which no potential aggressor will ever 
again dare break. 

The one big hole in the decision of the tribunal 


_ is its failure to indict the German General Staff. 


Here the Russian dissent is absolutely right. The 
German General Staff has been the center of 
warmaking in Europe for more than a century. 
It warred on Denmark in 1864, on Austria in 
1866, on France in 1870. It prepared the ca- 
taclysm. of 1914-18. It was at work on plans 
for World War II before Hitler came to power. 
It was outlawed at Versailles and specifically 
condemned at Yalta. It should have been held 
guilty as an organization at Nuernberg. 

4It is now time for Justice Jackson to renew 
his fight for subsequent prosecutions. The evi- 
dence has provided ample basis for many more 
indictments. Let us go after the equally crim- 
inal industrialists. Let us get as many of the 
General Staff as the facts will allow.

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Perspectives of Peace 
On the page opposite this, Walter Lippmann 
today gives lucid description of the fallacy of 
that not inconsiderable body of public opinion 
in America which would like to fight a “pre- 
ventive war” against Russia. 
In the first place, he says, Russia, until it is 


better prepared, will stop short in its provoca- ° 


tions of the things that would prevail upon 
American public opinion to support war. Sec- 
ond, our presumptive allies in Western Europe 
oppose war because they do not want to become 
a battleground for atomic conflict. In a sense, 
as Mr. Lippmann points out, Russia holds 
Europe in hostage. 

Editorials in the Economist and other influ- 
ential English journals bear this out; they are 
afraid America may be playing too fast and 
loose. As for France, we have Gen. De Gaulle’s 
statement Sunday urging upon his country a 
hard-headed aloofness from both the “ambi- 
tious group of Slavs” and an America “which 
has discovered, in its turn, the perspectives of 
a warrior power.” So much for the effect of 
the whisperings of our neo-imperialists upon one 
of the great spokesmen of the French Republic. 

Our foreign policy, Mr. Lippmann insists, 
should abandon thought of a “preventive war” 
and also of an “ideological crusade” and con- 
centrate on forcing Russia to negotiate a settle- 
ment by centering our military power in the 
Eastern Mediterranean and our political effort 
upon Western Europe. This, it would appear, 
is the meaning of Secretary Forrestal’s forth- 
right statement yesferday that the United States 
will continue to keep a naval force in the 
Mediterrangau ‘‘to support United States policies 
in the area.” 

These policies include support of Turkey in 
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resisting the claims for Russia for a base on the 
Dardanelles, the support of Greece against the 
territorial encroachments: of Russian satellite 
states, and the notification of Yugoslavia that we 
will not be bluffed by Tito’s chauvinism. 

In all these things we can be firm but with 
justice, and positive but without provocation, 
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What Will Mr. Truman Do? 


Tt will be interesting to observe how President 
Truman, Attorney-General Clark and United 
States Attorney Wear .handle the hot potato 
handed them by the Kansas City Star. And it 
is certain the country is going to watch long 
and vigilantly to see what happens. 

The revelations concerning the primary elec- 


tion printed by that newspaper, gathered by its 


reporters and by teams of young lawyers and 
law students, were examined by the Board of 
Election Commissioners. This board, consisting 
of two Republicans and two Democrats, said the 
material constituted substantial 
fraud. It formally requested Mr. Wear to start 
an investigation. 

If Maurice Milligan were still United States 
Attorney at Kansas City, there would be little 
doubt that the inquiry would be precise, thor- 
ough and fearless.

What would ease Mr. Wear’s burden is for the 
President of the United States, who took so 
special an interest in the defeat of Representa- 
tive Slaughter and the victory of Enos Axtell, to 
take an equally special interest in the cloud that 
now hangs over Axtell’s title. Mr. Traman is a 
creature of the Pendergast machine, He knows 
how it operates. It has been disturbing to his 
friends and it has furnished legitimate ammuni- 
tion for his political enemies that he has re- 
mained on the chummiest terms with the rem- 
nants of the discredited Pendergast machine. 

Mr. Truman has carried political loyalty to 
very great extremes at times. Political loyalty 
can be a very fine trait, but not when it im- 
pinges on greater loyalties—the loyalty to the 
public welfare, and, in this case, the loyalty to 
the principle of clean elections. Mr. Truman 
would honor himself by making it clear that 
he wants quick and decisive action from Attor- 
ney General Clark and United States Attorney 
Wear, with prosecutions under the conspiracy 
statute to follow if indicated. 

Mr. Truman can be sure that his political op- 
ponents in this election year are going to follow 
this case closely and that any tendency to use 
the whitewash Brush is going to hurt him and 
his party even more than it has been hurt 
already by the Slaughter case. In any case, Mr. 
Truman’s position is not a happy one. But he 
baked the potato himself, when he invited what 
might be called an excess of zeal by the Pender- 
gast boys, and he ought to hold it firmly, no 


matter how much it hurts.

A Case for the Police Board 


The St. Louis Police Board has been asked 

to suspend Patrolman William J. Niggemann 
by a mass meeting called by the National Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement of Colored People. 
This is a proper appeal for two. reasons: the 
farcical conduct of the Coroner’s inquest which 
exonerated Niggemann in the shooting of Wil- 
liam Howard, and the resulting suspicion which 
led to a promise of a grand jury investigation. 
, Routine methods of suspension do not apply 
in this case. Ordinarily a police officer is taken 
off active duty if regular police investigation 
produces doubt about his conduct, or if a 
Coroner’s inquest finds against him. Neither 
happened in the Howard case. 

What did happen was a travesty of an inquest. 
Coroner Thomas F, Callanan and Assistant Cir- 
cuit Attorney Thomas E. Dowling browbeat Ne- 
gro witnesses, questioned Niggemann only 
briefly and never tried to bridge the gaps in 
testimony as to how William Howard actually 
was killed. : 

The suspicion aroused by the prejudiced in- 
quest, which ended with a verdict of justifiable 
homicide, makes the case a matter of commu- 
nity concern, Circuit Attorney Griffin has 
promised to present the Howard case to the 
grand jury, which has wide powers for investi- 
gation by itself:if need be. But meanwhile Offi- 
cer Niggemann walks his beat under the shadow 
of the Coroner's hearing. The shadow must be 
uncomfortable for him, especially since he has 
a good record as an officer, and it is big-enough 
‘9 reflect on the entire police force while he 
serves the law before his case is disposed of. 

Niggemann’s guilt or innocence in the Howard 
shooting is not the question before the Police 
Board, The question is suspicion of whitewash. 
The board should answer the doubts of the com- 
munity by suspending Officer Niggemann.

There is an all-too-familiar pattern in the 
Pittsburgh power company: strike which 
should, and probably does, bring a twinge 
of uneasiness to all citizens. 


The Pittsburgh situation was aggravated 
by the unwise, and perhaps unlawful, use 
of a county court injunction forbidding the 
power company workers from walking off 
their jobs. That injunction has been dis- 
solved but the basic problem presented by 
the strike of power workers remains. How 
can the community protect itself against a 
walk-out of workers in essential enterprises 
on which the general health and welfare of 
the people depend? 

Strikes can’t be outlawed by court ac- 
tion, The United States Government, in. 
the Norris-LaGuardia Act of 1932, has de- 
clared such injunctions are contrary to pub- 
lic policy. 

Workingmen are now protected against 
atubborn and shortsighted employers who 
refused to meet with them in collective bar- 
gaining. But the community—and that 
means the working people themselves— 
have no protection against the devastating 
results of strikes in key industries, 


Speculation by Strikes 


At this particular time, when production 
is crucially needed to get us over the tell- 
tale period when we may head either toward 
Mother Depression or good times, everyone 
has an interest in keeping the machines 
running. In the long run millions of jobs 
may depend on whether the workmen stay 
on the job now—today. 


If a group of workers wish to speculate | 


in wages by demanding exceedingly high in- 
creases, other workers ought to realize that 
their colleagues are endangering our econ’ 
omy just as the stock, market Srarcall a ot 
and others endangered our economy in the 
mad '20s, In the essential industries, some 
workers can tie up the nation in the hopes 
of reaping personal profit. 


Continuation of such atrikes which crip- 
ple the nation can result only in drastic 
action. In the long run they may force the 
Government—that is the people—to take 
over public utilities and similar businesses.

to a great extent by conditions after World 
War I—conditions startlingly similar to to- 
day’s. 


In 1919, there were 3374 strikes involving 
6,000,000 workers. New York City's food 
supplies (#s in 1946) were endangered by a 
longshoremen’s strike. Wages went up 25 
to 125 per cent in 11 leading industries, with 
no increase in production volume. House- 
wives with bigger food budgets paid 71 
cents a pound for butter and 74% cents a 
dozen for eggs, which were to go still high- 
er. Thus the wage increases (as now) 
were washed out, 


Same Showing, New Cast 


There was, as now, a crying need for pro- 
duction “if even the present wage scales 
are to be maintained.” The quotes are from 
the New York Times of that year. The 
clash of management and labor started men 
thinking about writing laws protecting the 
working man in his right to bargain collec- 
tively. The collective bargaining law was 
designed to substitute wisdom and reason 
for the force and coercion which may de- 
prive a whole community of electric power. 


To those who remember, the present is 
like a strangely familiar movie with a new 
cast. This is where we came in. Remem- 
ber the HCL-—The High Cost of Living? 
Remember the 1919 shortage of brick, lum- 
ber and hardware? Remember the “anti- 
profiteering” drives? And the “housewife 
boycotts” for “voluntary deflation?” 


The rebellion against high prices went 
like a snowball downhill. In 1921 there 
came a crash. Down went little business, 
Up went unemployment. 


The Harding-Coolidge-Hoover prosperity, 
built largely on phony real estate and stock 
market speculation, took a nose dive in 
1929. Under the New Deal, laws were passed 
restricting speculation in securities. 


If history is repeating itself—as is its 
habit—under some future “Deal” drastic 
laws may be passed restricting speculation 
in wages through such devices as shutting 
down the business and work of a great 
city. Let our more farsighted and influ- 
ential labor leaders give thought to these 
lessons of history, 


Ladies’ Day in the Shipyards

Because of the complexity of our mod- 
ern economic system, the sharp falling off 
in maritime construction occasioned by the 
war’s end has worked a severe hardship on 
the closely related trade of ship launching. 

Ship launching in its heyday was an ex- 
ceedingly exclusive trade or, to use a more 
appropriate term, profession. Only women 
—that is to say, ladies—were considered 
qualified to practice it. The work, though 
not especially hazardous, was exacting and 
required qualities of poise and precision; 
but the remuneration, while occasionally 
quite handsome, was generally fluctuating 
and uncertain. 

For example, Miss Barbara Vickery, a 
daughter of one of the Maritime Commis- 
sioners and an expert ship launcher with 
broad experience, christened a vessel one 
day for the Sun Shipbuilding & Drydock Co. 
for a diamond bracelet valued at $2175 and 


yet on another day cracked a champagne 
bottle at the Bethlehem-Fairfield Shipyards 
for a paltry $500 watch or pin. 

Such variations in rates must have been 
very unsettling to those, like Miss Vickery, 
who took the profession seriously. They 
must have given rise to bitter resentments 
among the ship launchers themselves: and 
the sense of discrimination under which 
some of them labored resulted, no doubt, 
in hurried and careless christenings. On 
several occasions, it will be remembered, 
ladies were so listless in their. launchings 
that they barely tapped the bow of the ves- 
sel, failing to break the champagne bottle. 

After all, what have they to-look forward 
to? The career of a ship launcher, at beat, 
is a brief one. And what is left when it has 
ended?—a Tiffany brooch, a bauble from 
Cartier, a few rubles, pearls or emeralds 
-yand oblivion,

If all the yammering and yowling and 
caterwauling in Sportsman's Park as Cards 
and Bums meet is outdone by one supreme 
performance of screeching, -accompanied 
by vigorous bell ringing, it will mean that 
Hilda Chester came along. Hilda is No. 1 
Dodger fan, the “Scarlett O'Hara of Eb 
bets Field.” The picture of her in this 
book—arms upraised, her mouth wide open. 
and her eyes fixed on unséen things above 
~-shows a huge pin on her ample bosom, 
heralding the words: “I'll tell the worid— 
I'm from Brooklyn.” 

The Lip’s fans really do take the’national 
pastime seriously, Another picture pre- 
sents a remarkable photograph of one ag- 
grieved rooter astride and gleefully pum- 
meling the prostrate form of Umpire 
Magerkurth after an obviously outrageous 
decision. While the avenger took his ease in 
jail all Brooklyn toasted his enterprise. 


But Brooklyn is more than a pestiferous 
National League ball club. The pages of 
this timely picture book show that it is the 
home of one of the three most important 
Egyptian art collections in the United 
States; a house in which Washington really 
slept; the world's greatest naval establish- 
ment; a ramshackle tenement which twe 
lawyers turned over by deed of gift to 
Hitler and Stalin when a bank was about 
to foreclose (since Hitler and Stalin could 
not be served with papers,«the gift got into 
the courts and cost the dgnors $439.53 and 
a lecture from the judge); acres of suburbia: 
a tribe of 300 Mohawk Indians who are 
chiefly structural steel workers: that “hot 
dog heaven,” sometimes called Coney Island, 
etc.

Historical Whodunit 


AMERICA: (355-1364, by Hialmar BR. Heolend. (Duell, 

Sioan & Pearce, inc., New York.) 

For 30 years the author of this book has 
been a kind of historical detective conduct- 
ing a one-man search into the past in the 
effort to establish as historical fact what 
otherwise would only be fascinating theory. 

The thesis that Mr. Holand, a Norwegian- 
born graduate of the University of Wiscon- 
sin, puts forward in this, his third work on 
the subject, is as follows: Norse explorers, 
pushing southwards from Greenland, where 
they had been settled for several centuries, 
reached in the year 1355 what they called 
Vinland, which was, in reality, the south 
coast of New England. Landing in Narra- 
gansett Bay, they set up a fortified camp, 
from which a scouting expedition made its 
way west as far as Minnesota 

The main clewsg on which the case rests 
are the famous Kensington Rune Stone 
dated 1362, discovered by a Minnesota farm- 
er in 1898, discussed by Mr. Holand in an 
earlier book, and the ancient ruin still 
standing in Newport, R,. IL, commonly 
known as the Old Stone Mill, whose origin 
has never been precisely determined and 
for which he claims Norse origin. 

Furthermore the author, whose research 
is impressive, even" though considerable 
guesswork enters into his argument, un- 
dertakes to trace the route followed by 
the exp! by locating their campsites.

Do We Kaew Where We Are Going? 


I 


F the issue before us were whether to oppose Soviet expansion or 
to appease it and retreat and surrender, the problem of our foreign 
policy would at least be easy to understand and simple to decide. 


In so far as the Wallace-Truman-Byrnes affair has made it seem as 
if this were the issuc, it has been a red herring across the track. For 
the grave and difficult question is not vhether to oppose the Soviet 


expansion in Europe and Asia but 
this effectively. 


We do not yet have a satisfac- 
tory answer to that question, and 
in spite of what purport to be au- 
thoritative interpretations by cor- 
respondents who have recently 
been in Paris talking to Mr. 
Byrnes and his staff, American 
policy is not settled but is still 
tentative and in the making. 

American policy is necessarily 
as yet unsettled because the situa- 
tion to which it has to be ad- 
dressed is so unstable and so 
changing that no government, our 
own, the British, the Russian, is 
able to judge it finally. The proof 
that American foreign policy is 
not settled but is still in the mak- 
ing lies in the fact that our own 
chiefs of staff, the War, Navy, 
and State Departments, have been 
as yet unable to agree on the 
character and composition of our 
military establishment. 


A Bad Policy. 


Yet if Mr. Byrnes knew clearly 
how, when, where, and with what 
measures, he was going to imple- 
ment the decision to oppose Soviet 
expansion, our military policy 
would not be so unsettled. There- 
fore, I contend that those who 
profess to be interpreting Mr. 
Byrnes, and are saying that he 
has decided and shaped a fixed 
and general policy, are obscuring 
the problem and are interfering 
with the search for the solution. 

This policy, as interpreted by 
Mr. Alsop from Paris and as ad- 
vocated by Mr. Bullitt in his book, 
is that the United States should 
unite the non-Soviet world as a 
great coalition, and should sup- 
‘port and strengthen it. If this is 
the policy, and it is by no means 
gsettied. that it is going to be or 
that it can be, it is a bad policy 
: J do not say this because it wor- 
vies me that Moscow will de- 
nounce it as a policy of capitalist 
encirclement. I have no objections 
to the encirclement of an expand- 
ing empire. 

The policy is a bad one for quite 
different reasons. It is bad be- 
cause 4t cannot unite, will in fact 
disunite, is in fact disuniting, the 
non-Soviet world. For the non- 
Soviet world is not all of it free, 
nor all of it democratic, nor all of 
it capitalist, and even in that part 
of the non-Soviet world which is 
ideologically nearest to us, our 
conceptions of freedom, democ- 
racy, and capitalism, are sharply 
challenged. 


Fallacy of Being “Anti.” 


If the United States attempts 
to lead an ideological crusade for 
our way of life, it will foment 
internal divisions in western Eu- 
rope including Britain drawing 
away from us. Indeed, this is al- 
ready happening. 

Thus, the policy of an arnti- 
Soviet coalition is built Sn quick- 
sand. 

But the worst aspect of this 
policy is that it is, as its sponsors 
admit, good only for a few years. 
Both Mr. Bullitt and Mr. Alsop tell 
us that the policy they advocate 


will work only as long as the Rus- 
sians do not have atomic weapons. 


how the United States can best do 


But a stop-gap is not enough. Is 
it not the essence of our task to 
reach a settlement with the Soviets 
before the dreaded day arrives 
when they have, in addition to 
their tremendous army, atomic 
weapons as well? 


No Preventive War. 


Stalin’s statement the other day 
shows that he is quite well in- 
formed about this so-called policy, 
and that he has taken its measure. 
Speaking of the atomic bombs, he 
remarked that “they cannot decide 
the outcome of war.” e meant, 
of course, war against The Soviet 
Union, first, because space is a 
considerable defense against 
bombs, so that in a big country it 
would be necessary to invade it in 
order to conquer it; second, that 
the Red Army moving into Europe 
could not be dealt with by anni- 
hilating the cities of Europe. For 
if our policy is to unite Europe 
against Russia, we cannot anni- 
hilate Europe to defeat Russia. 

Stalin said also that there were 
two “remediesAagof course from 
the Soviet point of view. The first 
is to end our monopoly by getting 
the bomb, «nd the second is to for- 
bid the use of the bomb when both 
sides have the bomb. 

Stalin’s confidence that Russia 
will have time to get the bomb 
does not rest; of course, on the 
solemn assurance that no one is 
thinking of a “preventive war.” He 
knows that lots of people have 
thought of it. But the more they 
thought of it, the less they thought 
of it. Stalin knows that too. 


Europe in Hostage. 


His confidence rests on the milli- 
tary fact outlined above — that, 
with the Red Army deep into the 
Continent, Europe is a hostage in 
Russian hands which excludes our 
considering a preventive war. 
Therefore, he will probably seek, 
and will be able to obtain, the 
breathing spell he wants. 

The coalition policy, as  por- 
trayed to the world in the writings 
of Mr. Bullitt and Mr. Alsop, has 
no means of dealing with this sit- 
uation. It is a simple thing to 
frustrate it by Russia’s doing what 
Stalin's statement indicates she 
will probably do—that is, by tak- 
ing a breathing spell. 

The policy calls for a defensive 
coalition which‘is to wait defen- 
sively until Russia has the atomic 
bomb. Stalin’s policy is to wait, 
too, until Russia has the atomic 
bomb. When she has it, the de- 
fensive coalition, if it could be 
formed, would fall apart because 
Britain, France and Western Eu- 
rope cannot let themselves be 
made battlefields of an atomic war. 

The alternative policy, which I 
have discussed ‘in previous arti- 
cles, is not to organize a coalition 
and ideological crusade, and not 
to get entangled and dispersed all 
over the globe, but to force the 
Russians to negotiate a settlement 
by concentrating our military ef- 
fort in the Eastern Mediterranean 
and our political effort upon the 
consolidation of Western Europe.

HE most extraordinary phenomenon of postwar Europe is the 
reports of flying bombs or rockets thut are now beginning to 
come from widely separated areas.

The rockets were first reported 
in mumbers from Sweden, where 
you would assume that the cau- 
tious and even-tempered popula- 
tion, untouched by the direct trag- 
edy of war, would not be subject 
to random nightmares. Next were 
vague reports of fire bombs over 

“Athens at the time of the visit of 
/ the aircraft carrier Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, more recently, rockets 
have been reported over Italian 
cities and the Italian Government 
has ordered an investigation. 


“Russian Hail.” 


T have talked to many people 
here about the flying bombs. Some 
put the whole thing down to post- 
war hysteria. Others take a seri- 
ous view of what they call, half in 
jest, “Russian hail.” 

One thoroughly reliable Amer- 
ican observer with whom I talked 
saw a flying bomb in broad day- 
light over this city. It was a ci- 
gar-shaped object which streaked 
across the sky with great speed 
and seemed on the point of shoot- 
ing earthward. Careful Swedish 
observers have seen what they be- 
lieved to be rockets. 

Official opinion is that nothing 
is really known about the, phenom- 
enon, which has now mofe or less 
subsided. Recently, at any rate, 
very few reports of bombs have 
been received. If the Government 
has found any fragments, that fact 
is being kept a careful secret. 

The soundest opinion seems to 
me to be this: The Russians on 


_ the Island of Peenemunde, off the 


, German coast in the Baltic, are 
probably experimenting with tele- 
vised rockets. Sweden has large 
forest areas with sparse population. 
This is therefore a good target 
area, since a small country would 
hesitate over making a protest to 
a large country in any event. 


All Quite Impersonal. 


That any political motivation 
lies behind the “Russian hail” is 
most unlikely. This somehow 
makes the phenomenon, if {ft is 
eactually a weapon of war, more 


terrifying. It has an impersonal, 
emotionless quality that disre- 
gards human values which have 
been painfully built up through 
the centuries. 

It resembled the action of the 
Soviets in the fall of 1939, when 
thousands of Poles fled into Rus- 
sia to escape from the Nazis. 
Many of them were professéonal 
men and intellectuals with their 
families. They were put in forest 
camps in the dead of winter with 
pitifully inadequate clothing and 
food, and they died in an.average 
of three weeks. 


flying bombs is a misunderstand- 
ing as to what happened on the 
Island of Peenemunde, which was 
one of the chief centers for Ger- 
man experiments with rockets. 


installations at Peenemunde were 
destroyed by bombing attacks. 
That is not true. The United 
States Strategic Bombing Survey

Or It May Be Imagination. 


From other sources I have 
learned that the Russians took 
Psenemunde almost intact. They 
also captured a number of Ger- 
man scientists who were active in 
promoting guided missile and 
rocket research. 

The United States got its share 
of these scientists, many of whom 
are now in America, But the So- 
viets also shared in this strange 
spoil of war and their captured 
scientists may be teaching them 
what they know and that may be 
the explanation for the mysterious 
fireworks. 

Psychologists do not, of course, 
discount the remarkable suggesti- 
bility. of the human mind in 
periods of great stress. Perhaps 
the “Russian hail” was only a 
stray meteor or two magnified 
by tragic fears that feed on the 
mysteries of science. How many 
years must pass before we can 
hope to see the peoples of the 


world back to anything 
normal?

Veterans of Two World Wars 
Take Part in San Francis- 
co Demonstration. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 1 (AP) 
~Graying veterans of the first 
World War march side by side 
today with more youthful cohorts 
from World War II in the Ameri- 
can Legion’s first big parade since 
the world returned to a troubled 
peace. 

By the tens of 
legionnaires from the two great 
conflicts formed ranks for their 
spectacular procession up Market 
street, the first elements starting 
from the Ferry building at 9 a.m, 
in a parade expected to last until 
night. 

Legion members put aside for- 
mal convention affairs for the big 
show today, but it was apparent 
from their serious attitude at 
opening «sessions yesterday that 
most of the 150,000 ex-service men 
and women here were concerned 
over the grave problems confront- 
ing the nation. 

National Commander John Stel- 
le lashed out at the veterans’ ad- 
ministration, charging Gen, Omar 
Bradley with “breaking faith” 
with returning veterans in spon- 
soring legislation that put a $200 
ceiling on a veteran’s one-the-job 
training. The housing program 
likewise came in for bitter crit- 
icism., 

Maj. Gen. John H. Hilldring, as- 
sistant secretary of state, de- 
clared: ‘Very regretfully I am 
forced to express the opinion that 
we have not as yet achieved any 
of the main objectives for which 
we fought World War Il. The war 
has not been won.” 

Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower 
sent the convention a message in 
which he said the Army would 
“support every move to cut ex- 
penses as drastically as possible, 
but there is an irreducible min- 
imum below which we cannot go 
without jeopardizing the protec- 
tion of our country and all it 
stands for.” 


Adm, Chester W. Nimitz and) 


Gen. Carl A. Spaatz, chief of the 
Army Air Fgrces, recommended 
that the nation’s armed forces re- 
main strong. 

Director J. Edgar Hoover of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
told the legion that Americans 
should not be complacent about 
the Communists.

7000 AMERICAN ELMS IN CITY 
KILLED BY VIRUS DISEASE 


American elm trees in this sec- 
tion of the country are threatened 
with extinction unless some cure 
can be found for a virus disease 
known as phloem necrosis which 
has been attacking them in recent 


years, Elbert R. Olmsted, city 
forester, said last night in an 
address broadcast by’ Radio Sta- 
tion KXOX. 

Of 60,000 of these trees planted 
in the city about 10 years ago, 
7000 have already been killed by 
the virus, 3000 within the past 
year. So far, the only thing 
known about the disease is that it 
attacks the roots of the elm and 
spreads upward through the inner 
bark, he added. In Carondelet 
Park, 25 elms were found to be 
infected this year as compared 
with two last year. There were 
only three cases of phloem necro- 
sis found in Forest Park. 

In the course of his talk Olm- 
sted said cottonwoods, willows 
and Lombardy poplars were con- 
sidered undesirable for city plant- 
ing because they grow too rapidly, 
requiring frequent trimming, and 
do not live more than 10 or 12 
years. The best types for city 
streets and parks he. said are 
Sugar and Silver maples; Burr, 
Pin and White oaks, and Euro- 
pean sycamores,

Seyss-Inquart Betrayed 


Austria, Looted Holland. 


WO nations demanded the per- 
son of Arthur Seyss-Inquart, 
whom both charged with capi- 
tal offenses against their citizens 
and their sovereignty. These were 
Austria, his native country, where 
he served as head of Hitler's “fifth 
column,” calling in the Nazi leader 
and turning affairs over to him at 
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the appointed time; and Holland, 
where he was sent ag Hitler's 
Reichscommissioner, in charge of 
civil administration, 

Inatead of granting either re- 
quest, the Allied military tribunal 
kept him with the main body of 
war crime defendants at Nuern- 
berg. 

' Seyss-Inquart, described by 
Richard L. Stokes as “this unim- 
pressive attorney with a lame leg, 
sandy hair and.wattles, and the 
look of a carrion bird,” was the 
original quisling, and set the pat- 
itern of betrayal which the bearer 
of that name later followed in 
Norway. : 

Paved Way For Hitler, 


A lawyer in Vienna, Seyss-In- 
quart became an adherent of 
Nazism in 1933, but his party con- 
nection was not made public. Dur- 
ing the German-Austrian tension 
following the assassinatidn of 
Chancellor Dollfuss, he w the 
chief agenf of, Hitler, Lesser fig- 
ures in: Austrian Nazidom' were 
told to go to him in any difficulty. 
At the same time, he kept up 
friendly relations with Chancellor 
Schuschnigg, whom he later over- 
threw and supplanted. 

When the mask was removed, 
and €itler marched a military 
force across the border in March 
1938, Seyss-Inquart met him at 
Linz, and gave him formal wel- 
come “in a chorus of Sieg Hell 
(Hail Victory).” 

Briefly after the invasion of 


Poland in September 1939, Seyas- 


German-occupied Polan under 
Hans Frank. When the Polish 
Government-in-exile in London 
charged that 18,000 Poles had been 
executed by the Germaris, Seyss- 
Inqyart said the figure was much 
to high. He denied or explained 
charges of enforced migration and 
closing of schools and churches.

Then he was sent to Holland, 
where he held sway for five years, 
plundering that thrifty nation. 


Holland was swept bare of food, | 


money and works of art. The men

The Dutch people were 
warned against any expression of 
loyalty for the absent Queen Wil- 
helmina, 

He was one of the few men in 
Hitler's crew who at all times re- 
mained in good standing with the 
Fuehrer, Near the end of his sway, 
Hitler nominated him.to succeed 
Joachim von Ribbentrop as for- 
eign minister of the Reich. He 
also sent Seyss-Inquart to Vienna 
to direct the defense of Austria 
against the Russians. 

In his flight from advancing 
Canadian troops in Holland, Seyas- 
Inquart was obliged to leave be- 
hind the personal loot he had col- 
lected; some of this was stolen by 
the minor officers to whom he had 
intrusted it, with orders to hold it 
for him, 

In his. testimony before the 
court, Seyss-Inquart admitted is- 
suing the order for confiscation of 
Queen Wilhelmina’'s property, and 
signing the decrees for ee. Rivwem 
and deportation of 140,000 Dutch 
Jews, of whom 2000 were killed or 
committed suicide.

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WAR PRISONERS 


STRIKE IN U.S. 
SEUTOR IN ITALY 


Germans Demand to Be 
Sent Home — Signs 
Read, ‘We Are Not 
Slave Labor.’ 


IVORNO, Italy, Oct. 1 (AP)— 
. German war prisoners demanding 
to be sent home were on sitdown- 
strike by the thousands today in 
United States Army establishments 
in Italy, threatening to interrupt 
the flow of supplies to occupation 
troops in the Venezia Giulia area. 

Bome prisoners resumed work 
yesterday after officers read a 
statement promising repatriation 
ac quickly as possible and warning 


that strikers would be deprived of 
pay and privileges. 

(Reports in Rome said last 
night the strike might spread to 
German prisoners in Britain and 
elsewhere, but officials in London 
reported no strike threats in 
camps in Britain.) 

The movement has been grow- 
ing for days among large sections 
of the 240,000 German prisoners 
in the Army’s peninsular base 
section. 

Heavily guarded truck convoys 
yesterday and last night were seen 
taking prisoners from work camps 
reportedly to detention compound 
No. 339 near Pisa. The prisoners 
far outnumber American soldiers 
in the area. 

The former German soldiers put 
up signs in German, English, 
French and Italian along the 
Liverno-Pisa highway reading: 
"We want to go home,” “our wives 
and children are starving” and 
“we are not slave labor.” 

In sharp contrast to conditions a 
year ago, when convoys of prison- 
ers moved about the Livorno coun- 
try side without guards o®very 
perfunctory supervision, military 
police vehicles now carry four or 
five guards with tommyguns for 
every one or two prisoner trucks. 

In the area, Which extends as 
far south as Naples and reaches 
up the supply routes in Italy 
to Gorizia and Trieste, there are 
far more German prisoners than 
there are American soldiers. The 
Germans supply dock, quartermas- 
ter and other skilled and unskilled 
labor. Since the first of the year 
about 20,000 have been sent back 
to Germany. 


FINDED $.100 ON BASEBALL

Jack Foreman, of Chicago, was 
fined $100 today by Police Judge 
George J. Grellner after he was 
found guilty of offering baseball!

Foreman, who was represented 
by an attorney but was not pres- 
ent in court, was convicted on the 
testimony of detectives who said 
he was offering $1.75 reserved 
seat tickets for $4 and $5 each. 
His attorney said Foreman had a 
federal license but had neglected 
to take out a municipal permit. 


REFUGEE AGENCY CHARTER 


APPROVED BY GROUP IN U.N. 


Soviet Bloc, However, Rejects Document De- 
spite 20 Amendments—General Assembly 
to Pass On Action. 


LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y., Oct. 1 
(AP)—The United Nations Eco- 
nomic and Social Council ap- 


proved last night a draft consti- 
tution for a proposed Interna- 
tional Refugee Organization to 
care for Europe’s 1,000,000 war 
refugees, but the document was 
promptly rejected by Soviet Rus- 
sia, the Soviet Ukraine and Yugo- 
slavia. 

The much-amended constitution 
was approved paragraph by para- 
graph after three weeks of sharp 
debate and will be sent to the 
U.N. General Assembly for action 
as soon as the council takes a 
formal vote on the draft in its 
entirety. 

Despite the fact that the coun- 
cil adopted almost 20 compromise 
amendments in an attempt to re- 
move Soviet objections, Soviet 
Delegate Nikolai Feonov declared 
Russia could not accept the plan 
in its present form. He was sup- 
ported by Ukrainian Delegate Lev 
Madved and Yugoslav Delegate 
Leo Mattes. 

Council President Andrija 
Stampar of Yugoslavia declared, 
however, that the _ constitution 
had been aproved “with reserva- 
tions” and that discussions were 
closed, He said he would call the 
question up for a formal vote as 


soon as revised copies had been 
made, 

The council, meanwhile, still 
faced the controversial question 
of approving a budget to finance 
the proposed organization, A 
council sub-committee was at 
work on a revised estimate for 
the cost of the agency for the 
first year. 

Informed quarters said _ the 
United States, Great Britain and 
Russia had agreed to slash the 
proposed budget from $258,000,- 
000 to $155,000,000 in an effort to 
remove the objection of some 
countries to the huge cost, but 
there was no indication that the 
new figsire was acceptable to all 
delegates. 

The Soviet delegate told the 
council Russia already had a 
heavy burden in caring for mil- 
lions of refugees who had re- 
turned to Soviet soil and did not 
feel that it could share in the cost 
of taking care of those still in for- 
mer enemy territory, 

The new refugee Organization is 
intended to take over the refugee 
work of UNRRA when that 
agency is liquidated on June 30. 
The draft constitution still must 
be approved by the General As- 
sembly and be ratified by at least 
15 nations before it becomes op- 
erative.

HEN the common everyday 

foods are scarce and hard to 

get, we need to put our 
thinking caps on and look else- 
where for the same food values 
and equal satisfaction that can be 
obtained in other foods. This is 
not always easy to do, but it can 
be done, and to do it we some- 
times have to make some detours. 
An example is the orange souffle 
which is usually made with whip- 
ping cream. By using the whipped 
egg whites, we produce the desired 
light and airy texture in the 
dessert. By preparing a soft but- 
ter icing to spread.over the des- 
gsert, we add the richness that the 
whipped cream would give. So 
the end product is just as at- 
tractive to the eye and as good 
to and and will nourish the body 
almost in the same way as if it 
had been made with whipped 
cream. 

Cake Crusted Orange Souffic. 

One tablespoon unflavored gela- 
tin, one cup cold water, 
boiling water, three-quarter cup 
sugar, two one-half tablespoons 
lemon juice, (one small), one- 
quarter teaspoon salt, three- 
quarters cup orange juice, one 
teaspoon orange rind, two egg 
whites, thin slices bought angel 
food or sponge cake. 

Soften gelatin in the cold wa- 
ter for 5 minutes, then add the 
boiling water and lemon juice and 
stil yntil gelatin is dissolved. Add 
salt and the orange juice un- 
strained) and the rind and stir to 
blend. Set mixture in refrigerator 
and when it begins to congeal, 
fold in the egg whites whipped 
until they form § soft - peaks. 
Have a plain cylindrical mold 
lined with the overlapping cake 
slices and quickly turn in the 
gelatin mixture while it is pour- 
able. Tap the moid gently on the 
table to settle the charlotte well 
into the mold, cover and place in 
refrigerator to set. When ready to 
eat, unmold and spread quickly 
with soft butter icing made as 
follows: Cream one-quarter cup 
butter until very soft and smooth; 
then add two cups sifted confec- 
tioners sugar, packed firmly. Add 
ohe-quarter teaspoon salt and 
one teaspoon vanilla. Gradually 
work in the two _ tablespoons 
cream or top milk, using just 
enough to produce a smooth 
spreading consistency. To serve, 
cut the souffle like cake and place 
on dessert dishes, Makes six 
generous servings.

DINNER: Veal stew with whole 
wheat gravy, buttered beets, cu- 
cumber and onion salad, Parker- 
house rolls, cake crusted orange 
souffle. 

Veal Stew with Whole Wheat 


Gravy. 

Cut one pound veal chuck in 
two-inch cubes. Season with one 
teaspoon salt and one-eighth tea- 
spoon pepper and brown in one- 
quarter cup hot shortening. Add 
one one-half cups of water and 
one tablespoon chopped celery 
leaves, cover tightly and bring to 
a boil. Reduce heat and simmer 
for 1 hour or until meat is al- 
most tender. Add one cup water, 
three-quarter cup tomato juice, 
one-half teaspoon sugar and two 
teaspoons meat extract paste. Add 
six whole scraped carrots and six 
small whole peeled onions and 
three potatoes (one pound) peeled 
and quartered. Cover and sim- 
mer for 20 minutes or until veg- 
etables are just cooked. Remove 
vegetables and meat and arrange 
on a platter. Mix one-quarter 
cup whole wheat flour with the 
liquid from a four-ounce can but- 
toon mushrooms and add to gravy 
in pan stirring constantly. Bring 
to a boil, reduce heat, add mush- 
rooms ‘and continue cooking for 
two minutes. Pour over the meat 
and vegetables on the platter. 
Garnish with parsley. Four serv- 
ings. Serve each child four cups 
of milk to drink and each adult 
two cups in addition to that used 
in today’s menus.

My Day -o- 


By Eleanor Roosevelt | 


HYDE PARK, Monday. 
AST Friday and Saturday 
were beautiful, blue-sky, early- 
autumn days, but yesterday, 
while the air was soft, the sky 
was gray. And during the night 
and this morning, rain has been 
falling intermittently. In fact, in 
the night, I was awakened by 
flashes of lightning and one great 
clap of thunder, which seemed a 
bit out of season. 

Living opposite the Catskill 
mountains as a child, I was 
brought up on the theory that all 
thunderstorms were just the result 
of a game of bowls played by Hen- 
rik Hudson and his men—which 
isn't such a bad theory with which 
to start life, for you don't have 
a fear of nature's hidden forces 
when you think of them as giant 
balls rolling around in the moun- 
tains. 


These are the days when an 
open fire and a book are a joy. 
And incidentally, last evening, for 
the first time in many weeks, I 
enjoyed some of the phonograph 
records which I have been hoard- 
ing for leisure moments. Marian 
Anderson's voice, singing some of 
her most beautiful songs, seemed 
to float into the room: and to 
change the mood of nearly every 
one there. 

There ‘ts 2a quality about her 
voice which is very moving and, 
after several of her records had 
been played, I found myself look- 
ing for something entirely differ- 
ent. We turned to Irving Berlin's 
“This Is the Army” songs, which 
sent us to bed in a reminiscent 
mood and with the thought that 
we were lucky not to have to send 
those shows around the country 
any more, no matter how good 
they were! 

I read Rose Franken's “Young 
Claudia” yesterday. Claudia has 
always been one of my favorite 
characters—a little brittie in spots 
and over-witty perhaps, since I 
am sure no one in real life is ever 
so constantly amusing, but never- 
— a real person and appeal- 
ng 

In this new book, the story of 
the war is told, and Claudia is 
not quite so young, not quite so 


pat in all of her sayings. I like 
her better and I think many a 
young woman will relive her feel- 
ings as she reads this book. The 
postwar readjustment may vary 
a little, but probably every xirl 
whose husband went away to war 
and came back will have some 
similar experiences to stack up 
against Claudia’s, 


Claudia’s final decision. that the 
theater world is not so much fun 
as real living won't get through 
to many a young actress, unless 
they have had some of the same 
trials and tribulations. In some 
ways I think the picture of the 
theater world is painted cather 
too harshly. For instance, with 
all his peculiarities, Claudia's pro- 
ducer must have had a touch of 
genius or he would not have been 
such & success—arnd genius does 
compensate for minor faults.

Penicillin in 
Mist Form 


Herman N. Bundesen,

NE of the newest methods of 
()ireatment for infections of the 
body’s air passages is by what 
might be called “penicillin mist.” 
This very promising treatment 
is made possible by the invention 
of a device which breaks liquids 
into a fine fog or mist that can be 
breathed into the lungs. The de- 
vice itself is called a nebulizer and 
the vapor it creates is known as 
an aerosol. 

It is easy to see that when a 
lungful of penicillin mist is 
breathed in, the penicillin is 
brought into direct contact with 
bacteria anywhere and every- 
where along the air routes, from 
the throat, down through the 
windpipe and thence to the bron- 
chi or small tubes of the lung it- 


self.

IN CARRYING OUT the treat- 
ment the nebulizer is connected 
with an oxygen tank. The penicil- 
lin solution is put into the nebuli- 
zer and when the patient breathes 
in, the oxygen is turned on. When 
he breathes out, the oxygen is 
turned off. This treatment can be 
carried out in the doctor’s office 
as well as in the hospital. 

Dr. Bennie Mecklin of Water- 
town, New York, has used the 
treatment with aerosol penicillin 
in patients with a variety of dis- 
orders, such as pneumococcus in- 
fection of the lung, infections of 
the throat and lungs with strepto- 
coccus and staphylococcus lung in- 
fections due to viruses, that is, 
Organisms so small that they can 
pass through the openings in a 
porcelain filter and in which com- 
plications due to secondary infec- 
tion with streptococcus and simi- 
lar germs have occurred. 

x « * 

THE TREATMENT also has 
been used in patients with bron- 
chiectasis, a condition in which 
the bronchi are stretched or di- 
lated. This condition causes cough- 
ing and the bringing up of large 
amounts of foul smelling material 
from the lung. 

According to Dr. Mecklin, - this 
method of using penicillin has sur- 
passed all oth known methods 
of treating all persistent infec- 
tions of the upper respiratory or- 
gans, that is, the throat, the wind- 
pipe and the bronchi. 

Penicillin used as the physician 
directs is a safe preparation with 
little, if any, danger and it can be 
life-saving.

UR boys and girls play well. 

They are quick to learn the 

rules of a game, keen at play- 
ing it, but too often they display 
bad manners in the conduct of 
the sport. When the teacher 
taught them the rules, the strokes, 
the stance, the scoring, he forgot 
all about the manners to be em- 
ployed in the action. 

Manners on the field are of 
great importance. In the first 
place rudeness, yelling, tossing the 
racquet or the club, accusing an 
opponent 1B gehen Bae cheating, 
and the like are a sure sign of 
a jittery spirit, of inner weak- 
ness. A player sure of himself 
and his game never does such 
things. Apart from good manners, 
he does not commit such errors 
because he does not feel that way. 
The best way to be sure of self- 
control is ‘to make sure of the 
game. Practice, following the 
teacher's lessons, will help there. 

Opponents should learn to play 
a game lightly, without the depth 
of anxiety shown by some players 
to win at all costs. Learn early 
that the game is not played 
merely for the victory. It is also 
played for the joy in skill, in 
companionship, in the surround- 
ing beauty of the country, in the 
thrill to be had out of play for 
play, stroke for stroke against a 
good opponent. Winning is fine 
but then, too, loosing can be little 
less than gaining victory some- 
times. 

The spirit of the game is of 
first importance. The spirit must 
be clean, and high and by that I 
mean there can be no anxiety to 


win at another’s cost. Winning 
must be through skill, good form, 
and a bit of luck. That bit of 
luck is in every game. A waft 
of the wind, a bright ray of sun- 
shine, a tuft of grass, a dent in 
the court, has won or lost a game. 
Even a champion must reckon 
with his luck after his skill has 
been perfected. 

It is that grain of luck, that 
sporting chanced, that makes the 
game thrilling/ If there is noth- 
ing in sun and wind and weather 
to make life and its fun uncer- 
tain, if there is nothing in the 
game but the rules, the moves, 
the strokes made with mechani- 
cal precision, where is the fun? 
The bit of uncertainity, the odd 
chance is what makes a game 
fun and good sportsmen recog- 
nize that and behave accordingly, 
neither puffed by victory nor de- 
pressed by loss of a game. 

A bit of formality in sports is 
essential as a basis of good man- 
ners. It preserves discipline. The 
right costume, the smile, the prop- 
er handshake, the polite consid- 
eration for the opponent, the 
gentle voice and the kindly ges- 


ture, need emphasis in teaching 
sports, in playing the game, This 
is summed up in the proverb, “He 
who conquers his spirit is greater 
than he who takes the city.” In 
that idea lies our reason “for 
teaching boys and girls to play 
the game like a good sport. 
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“Let's see if we can locate the 
cause of your neurosis,” said the 
psychoanalyst to the harassed 
soul before him.
